Another flood control project gets underway in Elba 


A ceremony planned for last 
Friday afternoon to kick off the 
work on the old: Beaver Dam 
Creek Bed inside the levee was 
curtailed by drizzling _ rain. 
However the group of people 
responsible for the project made 
their short talks and smiled for 
the camera inside the Elba City 
Hall. 

This is still a part of the over- 
all levee. rehab project, which 
saw the Elba levee. raised. and 
strengthened’ for a little over 


three miles around some of the 
lowest parts of the downtown 
area. 

This work will clear out the 
brush. and improve the drainage 
slope in the old creek bed. It will 
allow the area to better serve as 
a catch basin for rain which falls 
within the confines of the levee 
during heavy rains. 

During times when the Pea 
River rises above the drain pipes 
through the levee, the pressure 
ofthe water forces the flap gates 


to close and prevents the river 
from entering the town. 

This is when the pumps ‘in 
two catch basins can begin 
pumping the collected water 
over the levee and into the river. 

This ‘project will cover about 
62 actes within the creek: bed 
area,The total cost of the con- 
tract is $707,250 and must be 
completed within 180 days. 
However the contractor’ said 
Friday she hopes to be finished 
in less time than allowed in the 
contract:

“Producers will find the 
Internet-based DCP sign-up serv- 
ice ‘convenient: and very user 


friendly,” said Eaddy. “The serv- 


ice is an example of the strides 
USDA is taking to make its pro- 
grams ‘more,accessible, and. I 
producers with 
Internet’ access to use’ the -sys- 


t tem.” 


Following the June 1, 2007, 
deadline; USDA will ‘accept late 


applications throughr’Sept.. 20, ., 
~ 2007 with-a-$100- late fee. hile~- 


DCP participants must sign DCP 


contracts annually, producers can 


choose not to. participate in. the 
program in any given year. 
Producers can visit any USDA 


Service Center or their adminis- 


tratively assigned center, to’com- 


plete their. 2007. DCP contract. 
Additionally, sign-up can be done 
online, allowing producers to 
choose ‘payment options, assign 
crop ‘shares and sign and submit 
their contracts from any comput- 
er With internet access. DCP par- 
ticipants can -view and print ‘out 
submitted contract options at any 
time. 

The electronic DCP (or eDCP) 
service saves producers time, 
reduces paperwork and speeds up 
contract processing at USDA 
Farm Service Agency. (FSA) 
offices. It is available to. all pro- 


ducers who are. eligible to partic. - 


ipate in DCP. and who obtain 
eAuthentication ‘accounts, The 
service has strict security meas- 
ures to. protect participants’ pri- 
vate information, Only author- 
ized federal employees have 
access to information producers 
submit electronically. 

The electronic service is avail- 
able by going to 
http://www. fsa.usda.gov/FSA/we 
bapp?area=online&subject=land- 
ing&topic=dep and clicking on 
“Access eDCP Service.” To 
access the service, « producers 
must ‘have an active USDA 
cAuthentication Level 2 account, 
which requires: filling out an 
online . registration. form at 
http://www.cauth.egov,usda.gov 
followed by a visit to the local 
USDA Service Center for identi- 
ty verification. 

USDA computes DCP pay- 
ments using payment acres and 
payment yields established by 
each farm, Producers receive 
direct payments at rates estab- 
lished by. statute regardless of 
market prices, For 2007, eligible 
producers may request Lo receive 
direct advance payments based 
on 22 percent of the direct pay- 
ment rate for each commodity 
associated with the farm. USDA 
will issue DCP direct’ advance 
payments, at the producer's elec- 
tion, beginning Dec, 1, 2006. 
These are not automatic pay- 
ments and must be requested by 
the producer. Counter-cyclical 
payment rates vary depending on 
market prices, Counter-cyclical 
payments are issued only when

ing decisions. 

It is also the time when we anger the “Yellow Dog Democrats” 
and the relatively new novelty (at least in Alabama) called a “die 
hard, straight line Republican”, Only after we have finished our 
listing can either of us know if the majority of our picks are Red or 
Blue.

Govermor Lucy Baxley. Riley was beatable at the start of this cam- 
paign but Lucy just didn’t present enough of a positive program to 
catch the undecided, independent voters, But then when a female 
takes an excessively strong position on anything she tends to get 
called ugly, unflattering names. Americans still practice a double 
standard in that department. The governor hasn't really done any-

As one writer char- 
acterized Troy, “He:doesn't need a political consultant to paint him 
as a clean cut family man, ‘Troy King lives and supports just that 
kind of life.” Note - he is, and has always been, just Troy to.us and 
we go on mental alert every time when hearing AG staffers and oth- 
ers referring to him.as “General King”.

Ray Vaughan is our selection for Court of Civil Appeals Judge, 
Place #1. Vaughan has worked both as and assistant attorney gen- 
eral and staff attorney for former Justice Hugh Maddox, 

Placé #2 on the Court of Civil Appeals goes to another with 
Coffee County family ties, Craig Pittman. He is ‘also a former 
assistant attorney general and is presently a well respected Mobile 
attorney. 

For Court of Civil Appears, Place #3 we bounced around a bit 
but settled on Jim McFerrin. We just couldn't shake concerns 
swirling around his opponents, or at least her family’s, open ties 
with the Ku Klux Klan. Terri Thomas denies personal connections 
but has admitted to being a guest speaker for at least one related 


radical group's conventions. There are also claims'that Thomas has’ 


been a bit careless in preparing accurate campaign literature. 

On the Court of Criminal Appeals. Place #1, we will vote for 
Aubrey Ford, Jr. He has served almost 30 years as a trial judge 
and developed a reputation of great respect. 

For ‘the Court of Criminal Appeals Place #2, we again support 
Kelli Wise. Her Geneva County connections are what first brought 
her to our attention and she has proven to not only measure up to 
their high standards but take them to a higher level. Yet voters who 
have a problem with her need not be ashamed of voting for Claude 
Patton. 

Sam Welch is’ our pick for Place #3 on the Court of Criminal 
Appeals. This man has worked hard (and well) as a judge in 
Monroeville for 25 years. 

Oh boy! The race for Secretary’ of State caused a bit of prayer 
meeting time on our part. Incumbent Nancy Worley - well we like 
her personally. We-also think she offended some of the long time 
office employees by trying to make them do their job. However we 
quickly add that while the past four years of problems in that office 
were by’no means not all her fault, she probably should take some 
of the blame: At the same time Beth Chapman has quietly gone 
about her job as State Auditor. Yet she has openly snubbed the con- 
‘stitutional, mandate that ~ constitutional officials: live in 
Montgomery. She lives in the Birmingham area with her husband 
and children. That is admirable, but she should have considered 
that’ before seeking state office. Still, we will vote for Beth 
Chapman. It is regrettable but Worley probably could not shake 
the bad image, especially as a Democrat in a Republican adminis- 
tration, and thus she would be less than effective during the next 
four years, .

We keep hoping for Alabama voters to help us send Jan Cook 
home but she obviously has Teflon skin. Just this past week there 
were complaints she wasn't in Montgomery enough to know what 
is going on in the Public Service Commission offices. ‘That is not 
freah news, she has faced (or ignored) these claims before. We will 
vote John Rice for Place #1 on the Public Service Commission. 

Two new faces are vying for Place #2 on the PSC we studied the 
two candidates and ‘bounced back and forth before settling on 
Susan Parker. Petry Hooper Jr. got his fingers burned over - well 
state money. - while serving in the legislature. He is a very likable 
person, his dad is A-1, etc, but Susan Parker is also.a quality per- 
son and deserves our support. 

The State School Board race offers two qualified women for the 
position, We are staying with the incumbent, Betty Peters. She has 
stepped on some toes, but some of that probing resulted in bringing 
to light the many problems in the two year college system. We sus- 
pect she can find more problems to fix if she remains in office, 

There are other (local) races on the ballot, but our readers are on 
their own with these local races. Yes, we have opinions but are not 
gutsy enough to express them publicly. 

Only one of the three statewide amendments deserves Coffee 
County voter consideration. Amendment #1 deals strictly with a 
City of Prichard Foreign Trade Zone and/or tax. 

Amendment #3 deals strictly with changing the Macon County 
school board from a single member districts (plus-one at-large) to 
six at-large positions. 

Therefore Amendment #2 is the only. one we will personally be 
voting on this year. Actually it will not increase taxes in Coffee 
County. The amendment calls for all school districts to have a min- 
imum of ten mills property tax. Elba, Enterprise and Coffee County 
already have that much property tax. This amendment will require 
people in some 30 districts to pony up their fair share also, Even 
that will not raise property taxes much in those districts falling 
short of the ten mill minimum.

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‘ Elba Tigers watch playoff hopes vanish in 20-6 region loss

It was the same ‘ole story, 
just a different chapter, Friday 
night for the Elba Tigers. 

Elba fell behind early, failed 
to take advantage of scoring 
opportunities and then saw a 
second half rally fall short as 
the Tigers lost to the Abbevillé 
Yellowjackets 20-6, in front of 
alumni. and fans at the 2006 
homecoming game. 

The loss dropped Elba's 
record to 3-6 and gave’ the 
Tigers a final région récord of 
2-5, while Abbeville improved 
its record to 7-2 with the ‘win 
and closed out region play with 
a 5-2 slate. 

Abbeville received the open- 
ing kickoff and needed only 
two plays to get on’the score- 
board as on second down D.J. 
Wiggins dropped back and -loft- 
ed a.59-yard scoring pass to a 
wide-spen Julius Gibbs. A two- 
point conversion failed, but 
with only 49-seconds gone in 
the. opening quarter the 
Yellowjackets had already 
stung the Tigers and owned an 
early 6-0 lead:

“The online reporting system 
used in Barbour County last 
year assisted in gathering physi- 
cal indices such as weight, 
antler measurements and age, as 
well as. date of harvest.

Epidemic populations of. this 
bark beetle have occurred in 
eight of the last ten years in 
Alabama. Expanding popula- 
ions, if not controlled, may dey- 
ustate entire forests causing mil- 
lions of dollars in damage. 

. Thinning of overly dense, 
slow: growing pine stands will 


stimulate growth dnd vigor in 


young stands and reduce. the 
SPB hazard. To qualify for fed- 
eral funds, your pine stand must 
be medium to very high SPB 
hazard and you must receive a 
written approval from the 
Alabama. Forestry Commission 
before beginning a thinning 
practice. You must meet-certain 
program guidelines when imple- 
menting the thinning activities. 
Higher rated SPB hazard stands 
located in counties with a high 
risk of tree mortality from SPB 
receive top priority, 

Practices that qualify for these 
incentive funds are: 

* Precommercial Thinning: To 
qualify for incentives for pre- 
commereial thinning, existing 
loblolly or shortleaf pine ‘stands 
must be at least 10-acres in size, 
with an SPB hazard score of 100 
or more (very high, high, or 
medium) OR greater than 500 
trees per acre, and 7-16 years of 
age. Incentive costs ‘will be 
reimbursed to the landowner at 
the rate of $55/acre, up to 
$5,000 per landowner per year, 

* First Thinning of Pine 
Stands; To qualify for incentives 
for first thinning, ‘existing 
loblolly or shortleaf pine stands 
must be at least 10 acres in size, 
with an SPB hazard score of 100 
or more (very high, high, or 
medium), and 17+ years of age.
